If you think the Maryland Horse has been 
late on some occasions, consider The Bloodstock 
Breeders' Review, covering the racing of 1951, 
which the postman brought in just before he 
was swept away by the Christmas rush. 

This annual compilation is a sort of English 
cross between our American Race Horses and 
the American Racing Manual. 

The sport on the British Isles is given a com¬ 
plete treatment, while chapters summarize 1951 
racing in all parts of the world, including the 
United States and California. (Yes, there’s a 
separate chapter for U.S.C.’s motherland.) 

Marylanders will be interested particularly in 
the paragraphs on Wilwyn and Zucchero, the 
invaders which finished first and third, respec¬ 
tively, in the inaugural of Laurel’s Washington, 
D. C., International. 

Wilwyn got into the Free Handicap with 110 
pounds, including a five-pound penalty for win¬ 
ning a mile race, and triumphed comfortably. 
He was not nominated for the classics we are 
reminded. 

More space is devoted to Zucchero, an excit¬ 
ing and capricious fellow. He has been rather 
a headache to his owners and trainers and a 
woriy to track officials. 

Fine photographs of both horses accompany 
the text on them. 

It should be mentioned again that the British 
have achieved a mastery of the technique of 
taking pictures of race horses. The illustrations 
in The Review, whether racing scenes or con¬ 
formation shots of Thoroughbreds, are superb.

The Horseman s Map of Maryland, showing 
farms, race tracks, locations of point-to-point 
meetings and other places of interest to horse 
folk, has been well received by members of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association and the 
demand for them has been heavy.

The Racing Scene — 

Dates and Figures 

By Don Reed 


Like the postman delivering the mail, Mary¬ 
land racing goes right along its appointed rounds 
through wind, and rain, and snow and sleet. 
There were lots of trials and tribulations during 
the 1952 season but at the end of it the State 
Treasury received $530,940.60 more in rev¬ 
enue from the sport than the previous season. 

From three major tracks, five minor running 
ovals and four plants where harness racing is 
staged, the State of Maryland received a total 
of $6,356,477.75 as compared to $5,825,534.15 
during 1951. This was an increase of about nine 
per cent. 

Wagering at the 12 tracks reached $134,- 
187,945 against $115,029,779 bet in the pre¬ 
vious season. The overall wagering picture 
showed a jump of 14.8 per cent. 

Attendance was up 12.4 per cent at the three 
major tracks but figures were not available on 
the actual attendance at all the half-mile and 
trotting tracks. A total of 1,209,044 persons at¬ 
tended the three top running tracks compared 
to 1,075,845 a year ago. 

Even before the Racing Commission sub¬ 
mitted its annual report to the Governor, giving 
the highly satisfactory figures on the 1952 sea¬ 
son, it also set up a date schedule for 1953. Un¬ 
fortunately that schedule did not meet with the 
immediate approval that greeted the financial 
aspects of 1952. 

The heads of the three major courses met 
and, after finding they could not come to agree¬ 
ment, passed the ball back to the Commission, 
which announced a schedule that brought in¬ 
teresting comments from representatives of 
the tracks. 

Said Larry MacPhail "Aw, what’s the use/’ 

Said Ben Cohen, one of Pimlico’s new owners 
'The Commission couldn’t have done worse if 
it tried.” 
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Said John Schapiro— Under the circum¬ 
stances I think the Commission did as well as 
could be expected.” 

The Commission then revised the arrange¬ 
ment giving Pimlico more days in the spring 
and moving the Bel Air meeting from May to 
September. 

The new and, it is supposed, final schedule 
seems to be more acceptable to the tracks. 

The "official” dates are:

The harness track schedule followed exactly 
the pattern of other years and there was no 
comment for publication from officials of these 
tracks. 

If there was a meeting of the harness track 
operators to thrash out their dates, it didn’t get 


any publicity and certainly there was no squab¬ 
bling for preferred days. 

This probably was the easiest task the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission took on during the 
1952 season.

A comarison of the mutuels play at the race 
meetings of the three major Maryland tracks 
is interesting in that the figures are so nearly the 
same. 

Bettors shoved $32,743,934 through the win¬ 
dows at Laurel, $32,402,480 at Pimlico and 
$30,728,348 at Bowie. Part of Bowie’s play, of 
course, came from its joint session with Laurel 
in the spring. But for some bad days in the fall, 
when wagering was light, the total handle at the 
MacPhail-managed oval undoubtedly would 
have been almost on a par with the figures at the 
other two tracks. 

Cumberland was the only running track to 
suffer a decrease in mutuels play as compared to 
last season’s. The steel strike was considered to 
be an important factor in the decline. 

Baltimore Raceway was the single harness 
course not to show a gain over 1951. Here, again, 
the drop was attributed to an outside factor.

Bowie provided the best percentage of win¬ 
ning favorites among the mile tracks. A total 
of 56 choices scored in 146 races for a mark 
of 38.3. Pimlico, with 94 winning choices in 
272 races was second, the percentage at 34.5 
while Laurel’s 118 favorites to win in 384 races 
gave that track a percentage of 30.7. 

In presenting figures on favorites, jockeys 
and trainers, the spring meetings of Bowie and 
Laurel are combined, since all the dates were 
run at the Laurel course. 

Pimlico retains two of its traditional honors 
in 1952, drawing the largest crowd of the sea¬ 
son 29,346 on Preakness Day and also handling 
more money on that occasion than any other 
track reached on any of its big days. The handle 
was $1,824,831.

Just as was the case in 1951, Nick Shuk was 
a standout among the jockeys who performed 
over the Maryland mile tracks. A year ago he 
scored 101 victories to 43 for Bobby Mitchell, 
his nearest rival. In 1952, he did even better, 
registering 115 victories against 49 for Angelo 
Vasil, who was the runner-up on this occasion. 
Shuk either was the leader or tied for the lead 
at all except Laurel’s fall meeting, at which he 
was second by one victory.

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Turf Notes And Notions

The race commissions toughest task 
Is dealing out the racing days, 

No matter how it’s done, the tracks 
Protest or damn with feeble praise. 

The members wrack their several brains 
And burn, at times, the midnight oil 
But no encomiums are heaped 
Upon the product of their toil. 

Old Pimlico, tradition steeped, 

Moans plaintively about "abuse,” 

While Laurel suffers silently 

And Bowie mutters, "What’s the use?” 

The cure for this would take an act 
Of legislature, like as not, 

But it would ease the thankless task 
Of boards with meetings to allot. 

This remedy would obviate 

The endless squabbles and debates: 

Just open up the season and 

Give all the courses all the dates.

David Forrest Woods, the sad-eyed, pleasant 
fellow who presided over Pimlico’s public re¬ 
lations department for so many seasons, loved to 
excavate. He had no more than drawn his first 
pay check at the Old Hilltop when he and Al¬ 
fred Vanderbilt were digging out from the in¬ 
field a huge lump earthen "tradition,” on the 
theory that if a horse-player paid his way in he 
was entitled to see the action on the backstretch, 
tradition or no. 

That was just the beginning. Woods was al¬ 
ways digging up something — old programs, 
ancient paintings and lithographs and moldy 
volumes of Turf lore. It was in the natural course 
of events that he should eventually probe for 
Preaknesses, as the promotion of that test was 
the dearest labor of his heart. Taking no 
cognizance of the odium of comparisons, David 
never hesitated to point out the aspects of the 
race that made it, in his opinion, a brighter jewel 
than the Kentucky Derby. 

He was quick to mention that the first Preak- 
ness was staged two years before the first Derby, 
but usually withdrew in sullen silence when re¬ 
minded that the Derby had never missed a re¬ 
newal since its inception. There was a big gap 
in the Preakness skein between Buddhist’s vic¬ 
tory in 1889 and Effendi’s triumph in 1909. 

Like a stamp collector with an incomplete 
series of some valuable issue, Woods would con-

template his broken set and feel pretty melan¬ 
choly. And the more melancholy he felt, the more 
he dug. 

His spare time was devoted to search—turn¬ 
ing up stones, knocking on hollow walls and 
opening bundles of crumbling newspapers. If 
there was half an inch of dust on it, Woods 
dragged it out. 

Finally, one day in a damp basement in Brook¬ 
lyn, his Geiger counter began clicking like the 
very get-out. (This is all figurative, of course.) 
Pressure on the right spot in the wall caused a 
small stone door to grind open and there in the 
recess lay sarcophagi containing the remains of 
15 Preaknesses. 

A glad cry rang from David’s throat. 
Whistling merrily, he packed his treasures in 
cotton wool and rushed them back to Pimlico, 
and history was made. At least Woods claimed 
it was. Some cynics declared that the people who 
staged the Preaknesses at Gravesend never heard 
of Pimlico and had no idea of perpetuating a 
race that was originated by a bunch of Southern 
sympathizers. Other even more cynical cynics ex¬ 
pressed the view that the whole thing would 
have been more acceptable if Woods had had 
some witnesses along when he made his alleged 
discovery. 

The Pimlico publicity man merely laughed at 
the doubters, attributing their disparagements to 
a whispering campaign started by Brownie 
Leach, press relations specialist of Churchill 
Downs. 

Those 15 Preaknesses stand now and forever, 
recorded in the American Racing Manual, as a 
monument to David Forrest Woods. 

Woods left Pimlico to go into the advertis¬ 
ing business, but it’s a certainty, he’ll keep on 
digging.

Maryland-Bred Bonus 
Payments, 1952 

Ninety-four Maryland breeders participated 
in the Breeders’ Awards paid out by the three 
major tracks and five minor tracks of the state 
to breeders of winners of open races in 1952. 
Total payments to the breeders amounted to 
$49,800. Of this, the mile tracks contributed 
$37,250, the smaller tracks $12,550. From this 
total the 5% service charge, deducted under the 
Racing Commission rule and paid to the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, amounted to 
$2,490. At the mile tracks the awards are $250 
in open races worth $2,500 or less to the win¬ 
ner; $500 in races worth more than $2,500. The 
five minor tracks make bonus payments of 10% 
of the total value of the purse in open races. No 
bonus is paid on Maryland-bred races. 

Leading the breeders is Alan T. Clarke of 
Clarksville, breeder-owner-trainer of a stable 
mainly consisting of home-breds. Though lead¬ 
ing his nearest rival by some $500, Mr. Clarke’s 
total of $4,500 was nowhere near the $7,500 he 
received in 1951. Second on the list is Mrs. R. 
H. Heighe, with a total of $3,990, who topped 
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Walter A. Edgar by $870.

Announcement 

In the Summer of 1936, under the wise guidance of Chester F. Hockley, then Presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, The Maryland Horse came into 
being. The Editor at that time was managing the Holly Beach Stud of the Labrot family, 
near Annapolis. A year or so later the magazine had grown, and the affairs of the breeders’ 
organization had developed to the point that the work required a full time head. Thus 
the Editor moved on to Towson and there opened an office for the Association in Novem¬ 
ber, 1937, assuming the additional duties of Field Secretary. 

In 1939, Stewart S. Sears joined the organization, becoming Business Manager and 
Registrar a year or so later. The affairs of the magazine and the Association have been 
carried on under this management up to the present time, with the office being located 
in the home of the Field Secretary. Through the years, the Editor has developed a widen¬ 
ing interest in the business of operating a Thoroughbred auction sales. This interest has 
grown to the point that he is now forced by press of circumstances to curtail his con¬ 
nection with The Maryland Horse and ultimately with the breeders group, except in 
a cooperative way. It will be a gradual change, so that there shall be no cessation of any 
of the activities of the Breeders’ Association; but it will become necessary for the Editor 
to move to the New York area within the next few months. 

Arrangements have been made to move the association’s office to 614 York Road, 
Towson, and by February 1 this should be accomplished. Mr. Raleigh S. Burroughs as’ 
Managing Editor, and Mr. Stewart S. Sears as Business Manager will continue the pub¬ 
lication of The Maryland Horse at that address. The current Editor will remain as a 
contributor and to give his advice and assistance as long as it is required. 

To leave Maryland after so long and so pleasant a stay has not been an easy decision 
to make. The Editor wants to take this opportunity of thanking all of those who, for the 
twenty-five years he has lived and worked here, have given him the encouragement and 
support that have enabled him to enjoy his assignment for so many years. In turning the 
Editor’s chair over to Mr. Burroughs, also editor of Turf and Sport Digest and a former 
President of the Maryland Racing Writers Association, the writer feels assured that the 
magazine will go on to greater accomplishment than it has ever achieved heretofore

Maryland Horse Shows Dinner

The Annual Presentation Dinner of the As¬ 
sociation Maryland Horse Shows, Inc., at which 
the high score awards for the 1952 season were 
made, was held Friday, December 12, at the 
Sheraton-Belvedere Hotel, Baltimore. Hugo R. 
Hoffmann, first vice president of the association, 
acted as master of ceremonies. Entertainment by 
Phil Thomas’ Variety group was followed by 
movies and dancing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Claude W. Owen’s Sky’s Shadow 
which had established quite a lead over rivals 
received the awards in the Conformation Hunter 
and Working Hunter divisions. Sky’s Shadow, 
which won this award in 1950, was ridden some¬ 
times by Mr. Gardner Hallman and on other 
occasions by Mrs. Hallman. He piled up 117 
points in the Conformation division, and 133 
points in the Working Hunter division. 

Reserve in both the Conformation and Work¬ 
ing Hunter divisions was won by Miss Jo Ship¬ 
ley’s consistent mare Step-a-long. With her own¬ 
er in the saddle throughout the season, Step-a- 
long scored 47 points in the conformaton and 
85 in the working divisions. Step-a-long was 
also the winner of the reserve Junior Tri-Color. 
Ridden by her owner, until her eighteenth birth¬ 
day in July, Step-a-long was then taken over for 
a few shows by young Richard Zimmerman, and 
ridden the remainder of the season by Bruce 
Fales, Jr., to score 94 points. 
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Heading the list of Open Jumpers, was Mr. 
and Mrs. Gardner Hallman’s Red Knight. With 
Mr. Hallman doing the saddle work, the strong 
jumping chestnut gelding, scored 174 points. 
The Jumper division provided a very close race 
between Red Knight and Skippy Diehlmann’s 
Play Boy. With Red Knight only 16 points ahead 
of Play Boy, the last show of the season at Four 
Corners, where there were four classes, twenty 
points in all, decided the issue. 

Red Knight, which was entered at the Penn¬ 
sylvania National, missed the first day of that 
show in order to show at Four Corners. By win¬ 
ning the second class, he became the state Jumper 
Champion. Play Boy was ridden by owner Diehl- 
mann, and Mrs. Eileen Doyle scored 163 points 
for the reserve champion. 

Receiving the award for the Green Hunter 
Championship was Mr. and Mrs. Fred J. Hughes, 
Jr.’s flashy gray gelding Bon Bon. Under the 
capable handling of Mrs. Hughes, Bon Bon had 
piled up 82 points to top Hugh Wiley’s The 
Colonel, which, ridden throughout the season 
by his owner, scored 49 points. 

The Junior Championship, one of the most 
coveted awards made, went to Sydney Gadd’s 
owner-ridden Craven’s Raven. "Inky” as the ever 
consistent black pony is known, has been sold, 
and will not be showing in this circuit next year. 
He scored 126 points. Sydney and Inky were 
also awarded the Reserve Large Pony Champion¬ 
ship.

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The Large Pony Championship was won by 
Miss Nancy Morgan astride her smooth perform¬ 
ing mare Moonbeam, who has been ahead right 
from the first and kept her lead with a score of 
174 points. 

In the Small Pony Division, the great little 
gray pony, Thane of Wales, well ridden through¬ 
out the season by his owner. Miss Patsy Correll, 
won the championship with a score of 276 
points. The Reserve Championship was won by 
Miss Debbie Scarff’s owner-ridden Black Satin, 
which put in smooth performances throughout 
the season to score 131 points. 

The Medium Pony Division was a nip and 
tuck duel between Billy Boyce, 3rd s Smokey Joe, 
and Fritz Sterbak’s Surprise. Smokey Joe, an 
eight-year-old gray gelding, 12.3 hands, was rid¬ 
den throughout the season by his owner, to 
score 296 points, while the champion, Surprise, 
which has been the state champion for the last 
six years, was ridden by her smooth riding owner 
to score 287 points, only nine points behind the 
champion. 

The Eastern Shore Division, limited to horses 
stabled on the Eastern Shore, resulted in a tie 
between Joyce Gesell’s Lover, and Vay Jones’ 
Fenwick, as each horse scored 55 points. Both 
horses were owner-ridden. In second position 
was Doris Spradlin’s consistent bay gelding, 
Timber Boy, with 52 points.

is training for Lord Derby and his other patrons. 
Assistant Trainer John Waugh, who did such 
a fine job in America with Wilwyn, showed us 
the sale group. Sales started early on the Mon¬ 
day morning with the Gus Rings, the Abe 
Hewitts, Mrs. John Hanes, and various other 
Americans on hand. The Aly Khan showed up 
early and bought a mare for Mrs. Cooper Per¬ 
sons of Upperville, this being a half-sister to 
Neocracy, the dam of Tulyar.

After racing all over Newmarket looking at 
sales horses Tuesday morning, we joined Eddie 
Taylor for a visit to Jack Leader’s stable to have 
a look at Prince Canarina and others of hi$ 
string. Went on to visit the Anglo-Irish groujj) 
for lunch and in the afternoon took time to see 
Bebe Grande with Fred Armstrong, this being 
another cracking good filly. Attended the meet¬ 
ing of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
tonight and put in a word or two for the Amerij- 
can system of registration which apparently i£ 
considered beyond the scope of Messrs. Weather- 
by’s facilities. 

It was very cold when the sales opened 
Wednesday morning, the perspiration on many 
of the mares froze so fast it made grays of bays 
and browns.

Went up to Warren House and had 
tea with Noel Murless, who took us around the 
stables and showed us the finest group of horses 
that I have ever seen in one stable in my life. 
Headed by Gay Time, now leased to the Queen 
and owned bv the National Stud, the stable in¬ 
cludes 48 coming two-year-olds of which about 
45 are absolute tops by any yardstick. I don’t 
know how you would pick the best. They in¬ 
cluded the Bull Lea colt and *Princequillo filly 
which Sir Victor Sassoon bought at Saratoga 
last summer, as well as a fine group from the 
National Stud. 

Left Newmarket on the Friday by train for 
London with Dan Bulger, of Ir la^T ^a** 1 : ~» f o 
the worst fog that England has experienced in 
many years.

thony and inspect Pine Pep with him. The lat¬ 
ter is lightening up somewhat and for one rea¬ 
son or another it doesn’t appear that he will be 
able to qualify to run in the 1953 Grand Na¬ 
tional, which is a bad bit of luck for the 
Clothiers. Whether Pine Pep will make the 
1954 race remains to be seen. Ivor Anthony 
showed us the boxes where seven winners of 
the Grand National had been stabled and also 
that which was occupied by the great old fav¬ 
orite Brown Jack. 

We set out for London in nice dear weather 
but found ourselves in trouble by the time we 
got to Reading, where many trains were being 
combined and sent on in one unit to London. 
Arrived in London the fog was worse than when 
we had left, but we did make it out to Croydon 
for the night. Returning to town the next morn¬ 
ing we joined Bill Jaeger and had a most hectic 
trip across the city to get to the Air Lines Ter¬ 
minal at Victoria whence we were taken by bus 
convoy to Waterloo Station and the train for 
Hurn, near Bournemouth. We finally took off 
from Hurn five or six hours late, stopping at 
Shannon and Gander and arriving in New York 
the next day. 

The London "pea souper” is something that 
has to be seen to be believed. We learned that 
the death rate during the five days of the fog 
jumped by some 2,000 over normal and were 
not at all surprised to hear of it. It was an in¬ 
teresting trip despite the slight inconvenience, 
and proved the point that top class bloodstock 
will bring top prices wherever sold, regardless 
of place or weather conditions.

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Matt Daiger Era Ends 
At Old Pimlico

What will be known as the Matt Daiger era 
at old Pimlico has come to a close. 

It lasted for half a century plus four years 
and started when Mr. Daiger went to the race 
track—then far out in the country—in 1898 on 
what was to have been a two-week loan. 

"I’ve seen the lightning and heard the thunder 
and now it is the finish,” said Mr. Daiger as he 
ended his 54-year affiliation with Pimlico with¬ 
out regret and with thousands of fond mem¬ 
ories. 

This is the last day the name Matthias L. 
Daiger will be officially connected with the 
State’s oldest and the nation’s second oldest race¬ 
course. “Uncle Matt,” as he is affectionately 
known in racing, has sold his Pimlico stock and 
resigned from the board of directors on Decem¬ 
ber 29. 

“I saw the Pimlico racetrack sell for $70,000 
in 1904,” he said, "and yesterday I saw it sold 
again, for $2,213,000. There were 48 years in 
between and I enjoyed every minute of them. 

"I wish the new owners good fortune and will 
be out there as a spectator in the spring. That 
is, if they don’t stop me at the gate. You know, 
an old horse always goes back to his old stable. 

Uncle Matt never bet on a racehorse during 
his lifetime at Pimlico and had a talent for 
evading the question when his friends asked for 
a tip. However, perhaps it will be well for the 
new owners of the Belvedere Avenue course to 
take one final tip from the man who brought 
their turf plant safely through several storms: 

"I always wanted to move Pimlico s main 
entrance back out to the corner of Park Heights 
and Belvedere Avenues and that’s where it should 
be. The ground where the oil stations are now

located belongs to Pimlico and is only leased 
to the oil companies. Yes, that’s where the main 
entrance should be restored.” 

Now 80 years old, Mr. Daiger’s greatest 
pleasure is joining a few of his cronies in a set-to 
of Pimlico reminiscing. He can talk for hours 
about famous sportsmen, their horses and the 
races in which they participated. 

It took Mr. Matt several minutes to decide 
upon the most memorable event of his stay at 
the world famous hilltop racecourse, but he 
finally decided: "It was Nellie Morse’s victory 
in the Preakness of 1924. 

I have seen the last 48 runnings of the Preak¬ 
ness, but the one I remember best is when the 
filly Nellie Morse came romping home in front 
of colts through the mud and rain. 

"Raymond Thompson was sent out by The 
Sun to cover the race and wrote the grandest 
racing story I have ever read. It was titled ’See¬ 
ing Nellie Home’ and won an award as the out¬ 
standing sports story of the year.” 

Mr. Daiger was born in Baltimore in 1872. 
He started to work when 12 years old, after at¬ 
tending Public School No. 6 and St. Catherine’s 
Normal Institute. 

After the death of his father, Matt worked 
as a clerk in Guy’s Hotel and subsequently be¬ 
came associated with Major N. S. Hill, man¬ 
aging director of the old Carrollton Hotel. 

Major Hill was responsible for Daiger’s affilia¬ 
tion with racing, for he “loaned” his first as¬ 
sistant in 1898 to the old Maryland Agricul¬ 
tural Society, headed by Gov. Frank Brown, 
which operated Pimlico as a trotting track. 

Then the course was owned by the State of 
Maryland and harness racing was in vogue until 
1904 when the track was sold at public auction 
for $70,000 to the late William R. Hammond. 

"It is interesting how racing has changed,” 
Mr. Daiger said. "First the trotters used Pimlico, 
then after the sportsmen from the Elkridg? Club 
took over in about 1905, we had six-race pro¬ 
grams with four steeplechases and two flat races. 
Now the steeplechase course has b?en elimi¬ 
nated and the flat racers have everything to 
themselves.” 

Few people know that Matt almost left Pim¬ 
lico in 1899, the year after he started operating 
the track. That’s the year he was married and 
Mrs. Daiger didn’t think much of moving out 
into the country to a lonely racetrack. 

"I finally convinced her, however,” Mr. 
Daiger recalls, “and, soon she loved the place 
as much as I do. We both worked hard and are 
proud of our accomplishments.”

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How To Stay Young 

They’ll tell you around Charles Town the 
easiest way to stay young is to own a Thorough¬ 
bred, for Dorsey M. Williams, at 83 years of 
age, is getting a terrific kick out of once again 
being a horse owner. It’s been a long time be¬ 
tween horses for the spry, fascinating gentleman 
who first attended the races in 1876 at Gaines¬ 
ville, Virginia. 

Mr. Williams is the proud owner of the five- 
year-old mare Surprise Girl, one of the equine 
stars at the winter meeting at the popular three- 
quarter-mile track. A few years ago, in 1911 
to be exact, he had a horse named Lucean, a 
jumper trained by Tom Rodrock. 

Though always fond of horses, and born and 
reared in the horsey environment of Fauquier 
County, Virginia, Mr. Williams, "temporarily 
deserted the ranks of owners in 1911 but, as he 
says, "I got to thinking about having another 
horse to carry my colors, thought about it quite 
a bit and, in 1951, decided to get one.’ 

Not far from his present residence at Ellicott 
City, Maryland, is the farm of Walter Edgar, a 
good friend of Mr. Williams. It was there that 
the octogenarian spotted Surprise Girl. He paid 
$2,500 for the daughter of Bless Me-Politigirl. 
She has proved to be a very good investment, 
earning $15,440 during the 1952 season. She 
has gone postward 24 times and got back to the 
winner’s circle on eleven different afternoons. 

During a lifetime spent in interesting pur¬ 
suits—he was a one-time master of hounds for 
the Patapsco Hunt—Mr. Williams developed 
show horses and hunters, acted as a judge at horse 
shows and reluctantly became acquainted with 
the ways of elephants. Seems that upon disband¬ 
ment of a circus there were five pachyderms in 
need of housing. They were brought to Mr Wil¬ 
liams’ farm for quartering. One of them sud¬ 
denly took sick and, as there was no one in the 
area with the know how of tending a sick ele¬ 
phant, Mr. Williams took on the task. 

"You know,” he explains, whiskey always has 
been considered a pretty good medicine in the 
country. I figured what was good enough for a 
man was good enough for an elephant, so I got 
three gallons of liquor, five gallons of cottonseed 
oil and some nitre. I gave myself a little bit of 
whiskey, gave more to the elephant, along with 
the cottonseed oil and the nitre. Well, it took 
some time but I finally got the three gallons of 
whiskey into the animal—and he passed out! 
He got well, though, and the Ringling people, 
who had purchased the quintet as an act, were 
very thankful, so much so that they sent me a 
check for $1,000.” Carlyle Johnson.

David F. Woods, since 1937 publicity direc¬ 
tor of Pimlico, has resigned his post at the track 
to become vice-president of the Baltimore ad¬ 
vertising firm of Kaufman-Strouse. He an¬ 
nounced the move shortly after the transaction 
that turned Pimlico stock over to the Old Hill¬ 
top Corporation headed by Cary Boshamer and 
Ben and Herman Cohen. 

A native of St. Louis, Woods’ business ca¬ 
reer took him first to New York and then 
brought him to Baltimore. Associated with the 
Baltimore Mail Line, he came to the Maryland 
metropolis when the steamship company began 
its European passenger service in 1931. 

He spent two years with the Baltimore Asso¬ 
ciation of Commerce, promoting tourist traffic 
to the city and state. While engaged in this 
work, the potentialities of the Preakness dawned 
upon him and he offered suggestions for pub¬ 
licizing the event, among them the Preakness 
ball. This led to his joining the Pimlico organi¬ 
zation. 

He served as a director of the Maryland 
Jockey Club from 1938 to 1944 and from 1948 
to 1950. He was secretary of the Jockey Club 
at the time of his resignation. 

Tops With Handicappers 

Unbeaten Native Dancer, a son of Polynesian, 
was named American Champion by the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Association’s official Board of 
Selection, comprised of Racing Secretaries at 
TRA’s 37 member tracks. 

Native Dancer, owned and bred by Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, New York executive, 
sportsman, and ex-president of TRA, was the 
Board’s unanimous selection as the outstanding 
juvenile colt. 

Sweet Patootie, a dark bay filly owned by Mrs. 
E. E. Dale Shaffer of Lexington, Kentucky, won 
top acclaim in her division with 31 votes out 
of a possible 37. 

The Vanderbilt colt won nine straight races, 
including seven stakes events, defeating the top 
contenders from every section of the country— 
Little Request from California, Mr. Paradise from 
the Mid-west, and Tahitian King, his closest rival 
in the East. And in doing so, won $230,495, an 
all-time record for a two-year-old. 

Sweet Patootie won eight times, including 
four stakes, and finished second four times in 
twelve races, to earn $61,917 for her owner. 
She never had the opportunity to meet Fulvous 
or Bubbley.

Bowie Meeting 

The Treasury of the State of Maryland was 
enriched by the sum of $708,981 as its share of 
the pari-mutuels tax and breakage from the 18- 
day meeting at Bowie this fall. 

Though plagued by the worst fall weather 
the State has suffered in many years, roads being 
washed away and the track parking lots turned 
into a quagmire, President L. S. MacPhail and his 
associates triumphed over all obstacles to bring 
the meet to a successful conclusion. 


264 went through the pari-mutuels for a daily 
average of $849,236. 

The closing weeks of the meeting were high¬ 
lighted by the brilliant riding of apprentice 
Willie Lester. Although only in action during 
the closing 14 days, the West Virginia born 
youngster put on a terrific show, driving home 
22 winners to tie Nick Shuk in the final figures. 

Among the trainers Ray DeStefano proved his 
merit by holding Hampton Stable’s fine colt, 
Alerted, at razor edge after a hard season, to win 
both the Fort McHenry Handicap and the Presi¬ 
dent’s Plate. The inimitable Jacobs brothers, 
Hirsch and Eugene, once again demonstrated 
their uncanny ability of placing horses where 
they can win. Between them they dominated 
the trainers’ race, Hirsch sending out 14 winners, 
Eugene 10. 

Bed o' Roses Dead 


The seven stakes originally scheduled were 
decided though several postponements and rear¬ 
rangement of running dates became necessary. 
Purses to horsemen were distributed exactly as 
promised, even though the Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Association finished with splashes 
of red ink on the ledger. 

The sport was witnessed by 165,810 persons, 
for a daily average of 9,211. A total of $15,286,-

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Turf Digest Poll Names 
Native Dancer 

The 176 Turf and sports writers and com- 
mentators who balloted in Turf and Sport Di¬ 
gest's seventeenth annual poll voted Alfred 
Vanderbilts two-year-old Native Dancer, Horse 
of the Year, 1952, by a wide margin. 

In the judgment of 110 of the racing au¬ 
thorities the gray son of Polynesian-Geisha, by 
Discovery, was the best Thoroughbred of any 
age. His nearest threat was Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ fine three-year-old, One Count. Real 
Delight polled 10 votes to earn third position. 
Others which received votes were Hill Gail, 4; 
Blue Man, Crafty Admiral and Spartan Valor, 
3 each; To Market, 2; and Two Lea, 1. 

Every voter but one named Native Dancer 
best juvenile, so with 175 first and one second 
the gray colt earned a point total of 527 in the 
division balloting. Laffango, which received the 
one first-place vote not going to Native Dancer, 
scored 216. The next three in order were Tahi¬ 
tian King, 95; Mr. Good, 71; and Straight Face, 
59. 

Mrs. E. E. Dale Shaffer’s Sweet Patootie 
gained top position among the two-year-old 
fillies with a point score of 327. Second came 
Fulvous with 247, and Grecian Queen’s 218 


gave her third place. Bubbley, which raced but 
briefly, was fourth, earning 156 points. 

One Count, with a total of 334 points, led the 
three-year-olds. His nearest rival was the filly, 
Real Delight. Her points totaled 209. Hill Gail, 
155, was third, and Mark-Ye-Well, 141, took 
the fourth spot. Blue Man’s 125 put him fifth. 

In the handicap division, Charfan Stable’s 
Crafty Admiral with 407 was given a com¬ 
fortable margin to take top honors. Spartan 
Valor’s 212 made him second, and Intent was 
third with 147. Next in line was To Market, 
with a score of 104. Two Lea, Counterpoint, 
General Staff, Alerted, Battlefield, One Hitter, 
Tea-Maker and Miche followed. 

In determining the divisional champions, 
Turf writers and commentators were asked to 
consider only the comparative performances of 
the various horses during the year 1952. No 
credit was to be given for potential worth or 
what might have happened had not illness, train¬ 
ing accidents or the vagaries of racing inter¬ 
vened. 

The ballots called for the naming of three 
horses in each of the four divisions. A first 
choice received three points, a second two and 
a third one. In the "Best Horse of The Year” 
division but one horse was named by each 
voter.

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Instructions for Mounting Map 

For those wishing to mount, preserve, 
and "tone” the new Horseman’s Map of 
Maryland, artist-cartographer Edwin Tunis 
gives the following instructions: 

1 . Cut a piece of plywood half an inch thick 
and a little larger than the map paper. 

2. Submerge the map lying flat in cold water 
until it is saturated. Half an hour ought 
to do it. 

3. Coat one side of the plywood with strong 
paste. Drawing-board paste is best but 
paper-hangers’ will do. 

4. Lift the map from the water by two corners. 
Allow surface water to drain off. Now 
comes the only tough part: Line up the 
further edge of the paper with the further 
edge of the pasted board and lower the 
two corners you are holding slowly and 
steadily until the entire paper is in con¬ 
tact with the board. A little practice with 
scrap paper on an unpasted board is recom¬ 
mended. There will be some bubbles un¬ 
der the paper. They must be eased ovei 
to the edges and dispersed. A rubber-faced 
roller is best but a wet cloth will do it. 

5. Let the whole works dry thoroughly. 

6 . Trim the edges of the panel to its finished 
size. The best way is with a band-saw. For 
the Horseman’s Map a quarter-inch margin 
all the way around the printed border is 
good; maybe a half-inch is better. 

7 Shellac the surface of the map. White shel- 
lac will change the color very little. Orange 
shellac will make the map very dark. A 
mix of half-and-half is not bad. It can be 
darkened with a second coat. 

8 . Coloring the margin outside the printed 
map, frames the thing nicely; the color 
can be carried over on to the edges of the 
plywood. 

9. When everything is thoroughly dry, give 
the whole works, back, front and edges, 
a couple of coats of spar varnish.
